The  Senate  met  at  twelve  o'clock,  m.,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  ol 
the  Constitution  of  California. 

Lieutenant-Governor  VVm.  Holdcn,  the  President,  addressed  the  Senate 
as  follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  :  The  hour  having  arrived,  I  call  the  Senate 
to  order.  After  a  separation  for  nearly  two  years,  1  am  pleased  to  meet 
you  of  the  last  session  in  good  liealth,  with  buoyant  spirits,  and  eager  to 
renew  your  labors  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  confided  their  trusts 
in  you.  I'o  those  who  have  but  late!}-  received  the  indorsement  of  the 
free  while  voters  of  their  several  districts,  coming  here  impressed  with 
their  political  sentiments  and  aspirations,  I  extend  a  hearty  greeting. 
Amidst  our  congratulations  and  rejoicings,  however,  there  is  a  sadness 
in  the  hearts  of  those  who  held  seats  in  the  Senate  two  years  ago.  The 
beloved  and  kindly  expression  of  a  venerable  Senator  [Mr.  Pei-ley], 
whose  voice  then  mingled  with  yours,  is  not  seen  here  to-day;  he  has 
passed  to  that  country  from  whose  bourne  no  traveller  returns.  Peace  be 
to  his  slumbers.  We  have  many  causes  of  congratulation  and  rejoicing. 
Since  we  separated,  many  changes  have  been  made  in  the  moral,  political 
and  physical  condition  of  the  country.  A  kindlier  and  more  fraternal 
sentiment  exists  among  the  people.  Their  will,  so  long  smotheied,  has 
been  triumphant.  The  Pacific  has  been  united  with  bonds  of  iron  to  the 
Atlantic  slope;  the  source  of  all  wealth — mother  earth — has  yielded  up 
an  abundant  harvest ;  joy  and  gladness  beams  from  ever}'  husbandman's 
countenance;  the  hardy  miner  has  been  rewarded  for  his  toils,  and  the 
honest  mechanic,  after  eight  hours  labor,  for  which  he  is  rewarded,  seeks 
that  solace  and  comfort  in  the  bosom  of  his  family  for  which  his  labors 
have  prepared  him. 

Is 
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Senators :  We  are  assi^rabled  for  the  first  time   in   this  chamber, 
whicli,  for  beauty  and  grandeur,  is  unsurpassed  by  but  few,  if  i\ny,  of  our 
\  sister  States.    I  am  much  better  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  this 
■Jiamber  than  I  was  with  the  old  hall  where  we  used  to  meet.    It  is 
CMivenient  in  its  ".^HTj^igement  and  commodious  in  its  proj)ortion8,  being 
firk'-six  I'eet  in    ividth,  seventy-three  feet  in  length,  having  a  beautifully 
orftanitiit^ed  c^jiling,  forty-eight  feet  high,  supported  b}'  thirty-six  pilas-  j 
ters  surmounted  with  entablature;  ten  massive  fluted  columns,  of  the 
Corinthian  order,  supporting  this  spaciois  gallery;  all  of  which  adorn  j 
as  well  as  beautify  this  spacious  hall.    This  happy  mingling  of  colors  by 
the  painter's  brush,  this  ingenious  carving  by  the  skilful  worker  in 
wood,  that  horn  of  plenty,  this  guardian  angel  of  the  liberties  of  the 
])eople,  and  this  gracious  smile  of  the  father  of  our  country  upon  us,  all  i 
tend  to  impress  the  mind  with  pleasurable  ^and  patriotic  emotions.] 
Let  us  see  to  it,  that  the  labor  of  those  who  reared  these  massive  walls, 
as  well  as  the  artistic  skill  which  adorned  and  beautified  these  halls, 
shall  be  fully  compensated.    If  the  laws  you  shall  frame  during  this 
session  shall  have  the  same  solidity,  the  same  elegance  of  proportion,  the 
same  adaptability  to  the  objects  for  which  they  arc  intended,  as  this 
structure,  at  the  close  of  this  session  3-our  constituents  ma}'  well  say, 
••  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants."    I^ct  the  laws  you  shall  enact 
here  have  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  those  you  represent,  the 
])crnianont  well-being  of  this  commonwealth,  and  the  establishment  and 
perpetuity  of  this  Union  for  their  objects,  so  that  j-our  children  and  I 
your  children's  children  may  be  proud  to  say,  "  My  father  was  a  member  | 
of  the  first  Senate  held  in  the  new  Capitol."    Although  this  hall  has 
never  reverberated  with  the  lofty  eloquence  of  Edgerton,  Kirkpatrick 
and  Thornton,  or  the  impressive  strains  of  Ferguson  or  Griffith,  now  j 
numbered  among  the  dead,  I  see  those  before  me  who  may  make  this  I 
(jiiile  as  historic  as  the  old.  | 
Whatever  rules  you  may  in  your  wisdom  adopt  for  the  government  of 
the  .Senate,  I  shall  feel  it  ni}'  sworn  duty  to  enforce.    I  may  err  in  my  i 
judgment,  but  be  assured  of  this,  that  to  whatever  of  experience  I  may 
have,  and  to  whatever  of  ability  I  may  possess,  shall  be  added  a  con- 
stant and  earnest  attention  to  business.    Nothing  so  much  conduces  to 
dispatch  and  the  enac  tment  of  wise  laws  as  a  strict  adherence  to  those 
settled  forms  of  parliamentary  procedure  devised  and  perfected  by  the 
experience  of  the  past.    To  this  end  I  invoke  your  earnest  co-operation,  j 
It  is  for  you  to  make  and  for  me  to  enforce  the  rules.    In  this  manner  ' 
only  can  the  oljjcct  of  the  rules,  tiie  dispatch  of  business  and  the  protec- 
tion of  the  rights  of  minorities,  be  obtained.     Although  I  may  not  be 
entirely  exem[)t  from  the  fretfulness  and  impatience  which  are  of  no 
unfrequent  occurrence  with  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  preside  over  legis- 
lative bodies,  I  shall  deem  it  a  serious  misfortune  if  in  the  petulance  of 
the  moment,  I  should  deprive  a  Senator  upon  this  floor  of  a  right,  or 
inflict  upon  him  an  undeserved  or  unnecessary  punishment.    You  stand 
here  the  highest  legislative  body  in  the  State,  with  no  divided  responsi- 
bility, and  you  may  rest  assured  that  your  acts  M-ill  be  closely  scrutinized 
by  j-our  constituents.    If  the  dominant  party  expects  to  perpetuate  its 
])Ower,  wisdom  and  moderation  should  pervade  j-our  councils.  Economy 
in  expenditures,  special  legislation  for  none,  equal  and  exact  justice  to 
all,  should  be  your  shibboleth.    Of  the  correctness  and  utilit}'  of  your 
acts  I  have  no  doubts,  and  of  the  approbation  of  your  constituents  I 
have  no  fears.    Let  tliose  laws  of  a  proscriptive  character,  as  well  as 
those  touching  upon  the  personal  and  political  rights  of  the  people,  now 
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standing  upon  your  statute  books,  be  repealed,  and,  for  charity's  sake, 
let  them  be  forgotten ;  but  let  none  of  a  retaliator}'  nature  be  enacted. 
Thus  you  will  prove  your  sincerit}'  when  advocating  the  personal  and 
political  rights  of  the  people.  That  that  dignity  of  deportment  becom- 
ing your  honorable  positions,  and  that  kindness  of  heart  so  ennobling 
in  those  holding  exalted  situations  in  life,  may  prevail,  is  my  most  earnest 
wish.  The  Chair  now  awaits  the  pleasure  of  the  Senate.  The  Secretarj' 
will  call  the  roil  of  the  Senators  holding  over.

be  instructed  to  report  such  Senate  rules  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  bod}'.

Whereas,  The  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California  did,  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  exhibit  to  the  Senate 
twenty-two  articles  of  impeachment  against  James  H.  Hardy,  then 
Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Senate  did  acquit  the  said  James  H.  Hardy  on  all 
of  said  articles,  except  the  following: 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  said  James  H.  Hardy,  atvarious  times  within  one  year  last  past, 
and  especially  at  the  times  and  places  hereinafter  mentioned,  while 
holding  the  office  of  District  Judge,  as  aforesaid,  and  bound  by  his 
official  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  has,  in  vio- 
lation of  his  oath  of  office,  and  his  duty  and  obligations  as  a  Judge,  pub- 
licly used  seditious  and  treasonable  language  of,  and  concerning,  the 
Constitution  and  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  aided  and 
abetted,  and  given  comfort  to,  the  enemies  of  said  Constitution  and 
Government,  as  follows,  viz  : 

First — On  or  about  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  A.  D  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  at  the  Town  of  Jackson,  County  of  Amador, 
in  the  State  aforesaid,  he,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  then  being  Judge 
cf  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  as  aforesaid,  and  divers  States  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  divers  of  the  people  thereof,  being 
then  in  open  rebellion  against  the  Government,  Consrilution  and  laws, 
and  then  actually  in  arms  for  that  purpose,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy, 
well  knowing  the  premises,  did  then  and  there — viz  :  at  the  said  Town 
of  Jackson,  County  of  Amador — in  violation  of  his  official  oath  and 
duly  as  such  District  Judge,  openly  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy, 
and  wilfully,  treasonably  and  corruptly  aid  and  abet  their  treasonable 
purposes  and  practices  by  openly  and  publicly  declaring,  in  the  pres- 
ence and  hearing  of  divers  citizens  of  the  State  of  California,  and 
giving  a  toast  in  substance  as  follows  :  "  Here  is  to  Jeff.  Davis  (mean- 
ing one  Jefferson  Davis,  then  a  leader  of  said  rebels,  and  engaged  in 
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said  rebellion)  and  the  Southern  Confederacy"  (meaning  a  certain  pre- 
tended Government  which  said  rebels  had  set  up  in  opposition  to  and 
in  defiance  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States). 

Second — On  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  town  and  county,  at  a 
late  hour  of  the  night,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  District  Judge  as 
aforesaid,  disturbed  the  public  peace  by  shouting  huzzas  for  said 
Davis. 

Tfiird — On  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  at  or  near  the  Town  of  Angel,  in  the  County  of  Cala- 
veras, the  said  James  H.  Hard}',  they  Judge  as  aforesaid,  in  violation 
of  his  official  oath  and  dutj'  as  aforesaid,  seeing  the  American  flag 
waving  from  a  flagstaff,  declared,  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  divers 
good  citizens  of  the  State  of  California,  referring  to  said  flag,  substan- 
tially as  follows  :  "  That  is  an  old  woman's  rag,  and  ought  to  be  torn 
down." 

Fourth — That  on  or  about  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said  James  II.  Hardy,  then  I)i8trict  Judge, 
as  aforesaid,  at  said  Mokelumne  Hill,  in  a  public  barroom,  offered  sub- 
stantially the  following  toast :  "Here  is  to  the  stars  and  stripes ;  as  to 
the  Constitution,  there  is  none — the  Constitution  is  gone  to  hell." 

Fifth — On  the  first  day  of  March,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  at  said  Mokelumne  Hill,  and  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  February  term  of  the  District  Court  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial 
District,  in  and  for  said  County  of  Calaveras,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy, 
then  District  Judge  as  aforesaid,  used  substantially  the  following  lan- 
guage, in  presence  of  divers  citizens  of  said  county  :  "  Mj'  Court  has 
adjourned,  and  I  am  now  off  the  bench;  my  mother  was  born  in  the 
South,  and  I  am  a  rebel,  and  1  don't  care  a  damn  who  knows  it  " 

Sixth — That  at  the  City  and  in  the  Count}-  of  Sacramento,  on  or  about 
the  second  day  of  April,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said 
James  H.  Hardy,  being  then  such  District  Judge  as  aforesaid,  in  viola- 
tion of  his  said  ofBcial  oath  and  duty,  offered,  in  a  public  barroom,  sub- 
stantially the  following  toast ;  "  Gentlemen,  I  will  give  you  the  perpetu- 
ation of  the  Southern  Confederacy  and  the  sovereignty  of  Jeff  Davis, 
and  may  his  name  be  perpetuated  in  the  same  light  they  hold  the  immor- 
tal Washington  " 

Seventh — That  On  or  about  the  twenty-sixth  da}'  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  8ixt3'-one,  the  said  James  H.  Hardy,  then  being  District 
Judge  as  aforesaid,  at  Chile  Gulch,  in  Calaveras  County,  in  further  vio- 
lation of  his  official  oath  and  duty,  drank  to  the  health  of  said  Jeff 
Davis  and  said  Southern  Confederacy. 

Eighth — That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  said  James  H.  Hard}-,  at  Mokelumne  Hill, 
in  said  County  of  Calaveras,  being  then  and  there  District  Judge  of 
said  Sixteenth  Judicial  District,  as  aforesaid,  did,  in  violation  of  his 
said  oath  of  office  and  duty,  as  aforesaid,  publicly  declare,  in  the  pre- 
sence and  hearing  of  divers  good  citizens  of  this  State,  and  say.  in 
substance,  as  follows:  "That  he  was  a  Secessionist,  and  that  if  a  for- 
eigner should  come  before  him,  holding  the  same  sentiments  that  he, 
the  said  Hardy,  entertained  as  a  man  towards  the  Constitution  and 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  applied  for  citizenship,  he,  the 
said  Hardy,  as  a  Judge,  would  not  admit  him  to  citizenship."  Upon 
which  said  article  the  Senate,  by  a  partizan  vote,  did  find  the  said 
James  H.  Hardy  guilty  of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  done  and 
committed  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  did,  on 
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the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  make  and 
enter  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  the  following  judgment: 

"  Resolved,  That  James  H.  Hardy,  being  duly  convicted  of  the  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  charged  in  article  fifteen  of  the  articles  of 
impeachment  j)resented  by  the  Assembly,  it  is  hereby  adjudged  that 
said  James  H.  Hardy  be  and  he  is  hereby  declared  suspended  and 
removed  from  the  office  of  District  Judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial 
District  of  the  State;"  and 
Whereas,  Tiie  power  to  punish  offences  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  Slates  is  not  reposed  in  the  legislative  or  judicial  organizations 
of  a  State ;  and 

Whereas,  The  specifications  under  the  said  article  fifteen  charged  that 
said  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  consisted  of  the  use  of  "seditions 
and  treasonable  language,"  accusations  unknown  to  our  criminal  juris- 
prudence ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Senate  of  this  State,  in  assuming  jurisdiction  to  try,  con- 
vict and  punisli  for  such  alleged  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  against 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  exceeded  its  legal  authority, 
and  thereby  invaded  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  citizen,  and 
placed  before  the  country  a  dangerous  precedent  for  future  legislative 
and  judicial  action  ;  and 
Whereas,  It  being  the  opinion  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California, 
that  the  action  had  in  the  case  of  James  H.  Hardy  was  superinduced 
by  a  spirit  of  partisan  rancor  and  unhealthy  excitement  in  the  popular 
mind,  and  that  justice  demands  and  the  safety  of  the  citizen  requires, 
that  this  body,  as  far  as  possible,  shall  efface  all  evidences  of  past  vin- 
dictive legislation,  to  the  end  and  that  the  safeguards  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  may  remain  intact  and  our  form  of  Government  be 
preserved  ;  therefore  be  it 

liesolved,  That  said  judgment  was  entered  without  authority  of  law, 
and  was  illegal  and  void,  and  that  the  same  ought  to  be  expunged  from 
the  Journal;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall,  on  Saturday,  the 
eighth  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  bring  the  written 
Journal  of  the  session  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  into  the  Senate, 
and  then,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  in  open  session,  draw  black  lines 
around  the  said  judgment  and  write  across  the  face  thereof  the  words,

A  RESOLUTION  PROPOSING  AN  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION    OF  THE 

UNITED  STATES. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  Ilouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled  (two-thirds  of  both  houses 
concurring),  that  the  following  article  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of 
the  several  States,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  which,  when  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  said  Legislatures,  shall 
be  valid  as  part  of  the  Constitution,  namely: 

ARTICLE  XV.

Gentlemen  OF  THE  Senate  and  Assembly:  A  proposed  amendment 
to  the  Federal  Constitution,  embodied  in  a  concurrent  resolution  of 
Congress,  has  been  received  at  this  Department  and  is  hereby  trans- 
milted  for  your  ratification  or  rejection.  It  is  in  the  form  of  an  addi- 
tional article,  and  is  as  follows : 


ARTICLE  XV. 


Section  I.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall 
not  be  denied  or  abridged  b}-  the  United  States,  or  by  any  State,  on 
account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 

*Sec.  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation. 

The  importance  of  the  principle  involved  in  this  amendment  will  be 
accepted  as  a  sufficient  justification  for  accompanying  it  with  some  views 
upon  the  subject. 

It  is  well  to  understand,  at  the  outset,  that  the  issue  is  not,  what 
classes  ought  or  ought  not  to  be  intrusted  with  the  elective  franchise,  or 
whether,  under  any  circumstances,  race  should  or  should  not  debar  any 
from  the  exercise  of  this  privilege.  All  this  is  a  proper  subject  for 
consideration  and  settlement  by  the  people  of  a  Slate  when  thej-  frame 
their  organic  law,  but  is  nol  necessarily  involved  in  considering  the 
proposition  submitted  b}'  Congress,  which  is  to  restrict  the  people  of  the 
several  States  from  exercising  their  own  independent  judgment  upon 
the  subject.  Whether,  therefore,  Chinese  and  Indian  suffrage  is  expe- 
dient, is  not  directly  in  issue  at  present,  but  the  question  is  whether  the 
Federal  Constitution  ougiit  to  be  so  amended  as,  on  one  hand,  to  prevent 
the  people  of  each  State  from  excluding  either  of  these  races  from  the 
ballot  box,  if  in  their  judgment  such  exclusion  is  necessary,  and  on  the 
other,  to  give  Congress  the  power  to  place  other  restrictions  upon  the 
exercise  of  suffrage  without  the  assent  of  the  State  Legislatures ;  in  other 
words,  whether  suffrage  should  be  controlled  and  regulated  by  each 
State  for  itself  or  controlled,  enlarged  and  restricted  by  Congress  alone. 

Keeping,  therefore,  the  issue  separate  from  collateral  ones,  two  ques- 
tions are  presented  in  the  proposition.  The  first  is  a  question  of  power, 
and  the  second  one  oi'  po/ki/.  If  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  Congress,  in 
conjunction  with  three-fourths  of  the  States,  to  take  from  any  Stale  with- 
out its  consent  a  right  reserved  at  the  formation  of  the  Constitution;  in 
other  words,  if  to  deprive  a  State  of  a  distinct  right,  originally  reserved, 
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is  not  witliin  the  purview  of  tlio  clause  relatinj^  to  amendments,  then 
of  courHc  the  ))ro])Ose(l  amendment  must  be  rejected.  And  if  it  is  in 
conflict  with  sound  policy,  the  same  result  ought  to  follow. 

WOULD  THE  AMENDMENT    BE   VALID  IF  IT  WENT  TUROUOH  THE    FORMS  OF 

ADOPTION  ? 

This  inqnii-y  can  onl}'  be  intelligently  answered  b)-  considering  the 
nature  and  history  of  the  Federal  Constitution.  When  the  |)cople  of  any 
Stale,  through  ihcir  delegatos  in  convention,  frame  a  Constitution,  thcj' 
confide  to  it  the  whole  mass  of  sovereign  powers  appertaining  to  the  liody 
])olitic,  with  such  limitations  onl}-  as  are  expressly  impose(l.  The  Con- 
stitution thus  formed  represents  and  embodies  the  entire  sovereign 
power  of  the  people  with  such  exceptions  as  arc  stated  in  the  instru- 
ment. The  Constitution  of  the  United  Stales  is  not  such  an  instrument 
as  this.  It  was  not  formed  U]ion  an}- such  princi])les,  and  is  not  subject  to 
any  such  rules  of  construction.  It  does  not  represent  the  whole  sovereign 
power  of  the  i)eopIe  of  the  United  States,  considered  either  in  their 
aggregate  capacity  or  in  their  several  distinct  State  organizations.  It  is 
not  an  insti'ument  embodying  the  entire  jiolitical  ])Ower  of  the  people, 
or  of  the  States,  with  onl}'  specified  exceptions,  but  on  the  contrary,  it  is 
a  sim])lo  delegation  to  a  constituted  Forleral  authority  of  certain  defined 
and  enumerated  powei's.  There  is  much  unjirofitable  quilibling  on  this 
subject,  and  much  dis|)utation  about  words  instead  of  substance. 

There  are  certain  facts  of  history  which  bear  upon  the  legal  questions 
involved,  and  to  which  it  is  well  briefly  to  recur.  When  the  Constitu- 
tion was  fl  amed,  the  States  of  the  Union  were  so  many  distinct  indepen- 
dent sovereign  communities.  Great  Britain  was  no  more  absolute!}' 
sovereign  and  independent  than  were  the  States  of  New  York  and 
Massachusetts.  Rhode  Island  and  others.  Each  of  the  States  had  a 
jiolitical  organization  or  framework  of  government,  based  upon  repub- 
lican ])riiici]>les,  which  answered  very  well  all  the  legitimate  ends  aimed 
at  in  political  institutions.  For  the  ]iurpose,  however,  of  harmonious 
co-operation  in  dealing  with  foreign  nations,  and  to  prevent  collision 
among  themselves,  these  in(iependent  States  determined  to  confer  certain 
governmental  ])Owcrs  upon  a  federal  head,  and  for  this  purpose  the 
convention  of  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  was  called  together. 
It  was  composed  of  delegates  from  States,  each  of  which  was  then  an 
independent  nationality.  They  framed  an  instrument  which  confided 
certain  powers  to  a  Federal  Executive,  Legislature  and  Judiciary,  and 
which  was  acted  upon  and  ajiprovcd  by  the  i)eoj)le  of  each  State  sepa- 
rately. No  one  State  was  bound  without  its  assent,  and  each  I'ctained 
its  absolute  independence,  except  only  so  far  as  it  parted  with  it  to  the 
Federal  Uovei-nmcnt  thus  formed. 

There  has  been  an  infinitude  of  discussion  as  to  whether  the  Federal 
Constitution  was  framed  by  the  people  of  the  United  Stales  considered 
in  mass,  or  by  the  people  of  each  State  acting  as  a  separate  political 
community.  The  simple  truth  of  history  is,  that  the  Constitution  was 
not  the  work  of  the  peojile  of  the  United  Stales  in  their  aggregate 
capacity,  but  was  the  work  of  the  Stales  acting  as  distinct  and  indepen- 
dent bodies.  The  word  "State"  is  used  in  so  many  different  senses  that 
it  is  well  to  fix  its  signification  in  considering  this  subject.  Using  the 
word  as  signifying  the  people  of  each  State,  and  not  the  territory  or  the 
legislative,  executive  and  judicial  authorilies,  it  is  an  undeniable  fact 
tbat  the  Federal  Constitution  was  adopted  by  the  States,  and  not  by  the 
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people  of  tlie  whole  couniry  acting  collectively.  Each  of  the  political 
coinmuDities  termed  States,  in  ratifvMng  the  Federal  Constitution,  dele- 
gated to  the  Government  provided  for  by  it  the  powers  expressed  in  the 
charter,  and  none  other.  Each  one  reserved  certain  great  sovereign 
powers,  among  which  was  the  fundamental  and  essential  attribute  of  all 
self-governing  communities,  to  wit:  that  of  determining  who  and  what 
classes  should  participate  in  the  election  of  its  officers  and  in  framing 
and  administering  its  lavvs. 

The  clause  of  ameTidment  in  the  Federal  Constitution,  although  general 
in  its  language,  should  be  construed  in  its  relations  to  what  was  really 
the  subject  matter  u])on  which  it  was  to  operate.  It  was  a  right  to 
amend  the  Constitution,  and  this  latter  was  simply  the  ])owcrs  delegated 
to  the  Fedei-al  aulhoi-it\-.  Those  powers  might,  by  amendment,  be  mod- 
ified, but  the  power  to  amend  is  properly  and  Icgitimateh'  confined  to 
this.  The  States  can  amend  the  "Constitution,"  that  is,  the  ''powers 
delegated,"  b\-  pursuing  certain  steps,  but  farther  than  this,  the  right  of 
amendment  cannot  go.  This  is  not  theorj-;  it  is  simple  history  and  fact. 
It  is  law  as  exi)Ounded  in  effect  and  in  analog}-  b}'  Chief  Justice  Marshall, 
one  of  the  earliest  and,  perhaps,  the  greatest  jurist  our  country-  has 
produced.  Though  he  was  in  politics  a  Federalist  and  leaned  toward 
strong  central  authority  and  against  strict  construction  ;  though  he  went 
much  farther  in  favor  of  federal  i)Ower  than  cither  Jefferson,  Madison  or 
Monroe,  still  even  he  judiciallj-  declared,  in  the  case  of  Gibbons  vs. 
Ogden,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  that  the  Federal  Government  "  possessed  onl}-  certain  enumerated 
powers."  In  the  same  case,  he  says:  "It  has  been  said  that  they" 
(the  States  anterior  lo  the  formation  of  the  Constitution)  "  were  com- 
pletely independent,  and  were  connected  with  each  other  onl}'  l)y  a 
league.  Tiiis  is  true."  In  the  case  of  McCullough  vs.  The  State  of 
Maiyland,  he  used  these  expressions:  "  ><o  political  dreamer  was  ever 
wild  enough  to  think  of  breaking  down  the  lines  which  separate  the 
States,  and  oi'  compounding  the  American  people  into  one  common  mass." 
This  opinion  was  delivered  in  the  3"ear  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen. 
Had  Judge  -Marshall  lived  just  half  a  century  later,  be  would  hardly 
Lave  ventured  to  give  this  unqualified  assurance;  for  we  have  not  only 
many  such  men  now  in  higi)  places,  but  we  have  seen  at  this  day  those 
who  advocate  the  erection  of  a  grand  central  consolidated  Government 
upon  the  ruins  of  the  Constitution.  In  this  same  case,  he  sa5-s  further: 
'•  This  Government  is  acknowledged  to  bo  one  of  enumerated  powers. 
The  principle  that  it  can  exercise  only  the  powers  granted  to  it,  is 
now  univorsalU"  admitted." 

In  the  case  of  Briscoe  vs.  The  Bank  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tuck}-.  Judge  McLean,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  same  Court,  says  : 
"The  Federal  Government  is  one  of  delegated  powers;  all  powers  not 
delegated  to  it  are  reserved  to  the  States  or  to  the  peo])le." 

This  principle  is  not  new.  It  is  as  old  as  the  Government.  It  is  a 
fact  of  history.  It  is  inscribed  upon  the  very  front  of  the  Constitution  ; 
expressed  in  so  many  words  in  that  instrument.  It  is  a  principle  of  law 
adjudged  by  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  country. 

Such  is  the  Constitution  to  which  the  article  relating  to  amendments 
was  ai)plied. 

That  article  provides  that  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both 
houses  shall  deem  it  necessarj-,  shall  propose  amendments,  which,  when 
ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  States,  shall  be  valid 
as  parts  of  the  Constitution  ;  provided,  that  no  State  shall,  without  its 
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conscut,  he  (!c])rivc(i  of  its  equal  suffraa;o  in  tlic  Sennto.  Tins  proviso 
lias  ljuen  quoted  to  found  u])On  it  an  ar;^nnicnt  that  it  constitutes  the  sole 
exception  to  an  unlimited  power  of  amendment,  which  might  radicall}- 
change  and  tranrtform  the  whole  sj-stem.  It  is  ohvioua.  however,  that 
this  proviso  is  cntireK'  consistent  with  the  limitation  of  the  right  of 
amendment  to  the  powers  delegated.  It  would  be  irrational  to  infer 
from  a  firoviso  inserted  out  of  abundant  caution  any  such  sweeping 
results  The  proviso  was  evidentl}'  inserted  lest  there  might  be  some 
claim  to  modify  what  was  ])art  of  the  framework  as  originally  con- 
structed, and  to  iippeaso  the  extreme  jealousy  entertained  by  the  States 
lest  there  might  be  some  interference  with  their  perfect  equality  as 
distinct  and  independent  communities.  Under  this  same  omnipo- 
tent power  of  amenilmcnt,  lJii:t  vcr;j  provhn  miijht  be  alrirkm  out  hij  three- 
Joia  f/iK  of  llif  S/(it<:s,  if  the  jniwer  of  ameinfineiif  hnx  no  limit.  The  same 
logic  which  sustains  the  proposition  under  review,  would  sustain  the 
modificafion  of  that  clause  b}-  striking  out  the  prohibition. 

It  would  hardly  be  contended  that,  by  amendment,  this  right  of  equal 
sufl'rage  could  bo  infringed,  and  j-et  this  is  no  more  sacred  than  anj- 
right  which  is  reserved  by  each  State,  and  no  more  absolutely  outside  of 
the  operation  of  the  Constitution. 

When  the  tenth  article  was  adopted,  which  declares  that  "  all  powers 
not  delegated  to  the  United  Slates  are  reserved  to  the  States  respect- 
ively or  to  the  people,"  is  it  ])robable,  or  possible,  that  those  who 
su]>portcd  this  article  would  have  sanctioned  the  doctrine  that,  63- 
process  of  amendment,  any  one  State  could  bo  deprived  of  rights  so 
carefully-  and  jealously  reserved  '! 

It  would  occui)y  too  much  space  to  review  at  length  the  various 
judicial  decisions  which  bear  upon  the  question.  Indeed  most  of  the 
decisions,  including  those  above  refei'reil  (o.  declare  axioms  rather  than 
solve  problems,  and  slate  facts  rather  than  announce  principles. 

A  man  mi\.y  den}-  that  the  world  is  round,  that  the  sun  is  the  source 
of  light  and  heal,  that  (ieneral  Jackson  commanded  the  American  army 
at  Mew  Orleans,  or  any  other  fact,  either  of  history  or  of  nature;  and 
much  of  what  is  termed  argument"  against  the  right  of  each  Stale  to 
regulate  its  domestic  concerns,  and  much  of  the  claim  made  in  behalf  of 
Federal  encroachment,  has  consisted  in  a  bold  denial  of  facts  of  histor}' 
and  in  a  vigorous  assertion  of  fictitious  events. 

The  very  idea  of  amendment,  it  may  be  well  sai<J.  involves  the  pre- 
existcnce  of  something  which  is  to  be  aniendetl.  and.  in  this  case,  the 
pro|)Osition  is  to  amend  the  powers  originall}-  delegated  by  depriving 
the  Slates  of  a  right  reserved. 

In  common  anci  parlianieutar}-  language  there  is  a  clear  and  definite 
meaning  attached  to  the  term  "amendment,"  which  imiilies  the  modifi- 
cation of  son\e  proposition  already-  formed  and  statetl.  and,  without 
doing  violence  to  this  ordinarj-  use  of  the  word,  it  cannot  be  said  that  a 
power  which  has  no  existence  in  the  Federal  Constitution  can,  by 
amendment,  be  either  enlarged  or  abritlged. 

WHAT  LIMIT  CAN  BE  SET  TO  THE  POWER  OF  A>!ENBME.NT,  AS  CLAIMED  BY 

CONGRESS  y 

This  right  to  amend  cither  has  a  limit  or  it  has  none.  Xo  rational 
man,  however,  would  have  the  hardihood  to  contend  that  b}-  an  amend- 
ment a  hereditary  monarch}-  could  be  established,  or  provision  made  for 
breaking  down  State  lines  and  "compounding  the  States  into  one  com- 
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more  improbable  than  that  cither  one  of  the  original  States,  whose  people 
had  undergone  Hiich  sufferings,  and  made  such  sacrifices  of  propertj"  and 
of  blood  to  gain  their  independence,  would  have  voluntarily  surrendered 
it  by  conceding  to  the  people  of  an}'  other  State,  or  to  any  power  outside 
of  themselves,  the  right  to  dictate  who  should  or  should  not  participate 
in  the  control  of  tiieir  local  affairs. 

What  was  the  spirit  and  essence  of  the  reservation  made  by  the  States 
of  certain  rights  and  powers?  It  was  cfcnr///  undrr stood  that  a  "reserved 
power"  was  one,  wilhdr  iwn  and  excluded  entirely  from  the  operation  of  any  and 
every  clause  in  the  Federal^  Constitution,  inchidimj  the  clause  in  reference  to 
amendments.  The  powers  reserved  were  left  under  the  sole  and  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  each  State,  free  from  any  other  influence  or  control.  This 
is  what  was  intended  and  what  was  eft'ected  by  reserving  certain  rights. 
•  Bach  State  felt  unwilling  to  place  the  rights  which  were  thus  retained, 
where  they  could  be  interfered  with  by  any  power  except  its  own  citi- 
zens, and  the  wisdom  of^liis  is  becoming  more  manifest  every  day. 

THE    PRACTICE    OF    THE    GOVERNMENT    TENDS    TO    SUPPORT    THE  VIEWS 

ABOVE  ADVANCED. 

The  first  twelve  amendments  to  the  Constitution  are  designed  to 
secure  more  perfectly  the  powers  reserved  by  the  States,  and  the  per- 
sonal rights  of  their  citizens,  and  the  twelfth  amendment  repeats  the 
requirement  that  in  voting  for  President  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  vote  hy  States,  each  State  having  one  vote.  It  was  not  until 
recently,  after  the  (Jovernment  had  been  in  operation  three-fourths  of  a 
centurj',  that  any  attempt  was  made  hy  amendment  to  interfere  with 
the  exclusive  right  of  each  State  to  regulate  its  domestic  concerns.  So 
far,  therefore,  as  the  uniform  practice  of  the  Government  has  weight,  it 
bears  strongly  against  ttic  interpretation  placed  upon  the  clause  under 
consideration  by  those  who  favor  this  amendment.  It  seems  clear,  then, 
upon  principle  and  authority,  that  if  the  proposed  amendment  went 
through  the  forms  of  adoption  it  would  bo  a  mere  brulum  fufmen,  desti- 
tute of  any  validity  whatever.  Aside,  however,  from  the  Ayti/ questions 
involved,  the  objections  to  the  proposition  on  the  score  of  public  policy 
seem  unanswerable.  To  saj'  that  the  people  of  California  should  tie  their 
bauds  upon  this  subject,  is  to  charge  upon  them  either  incompetency  to 
comprehend  what  is  expedient  and  just  to  those  within  her  jurisdiction, 
or  unwillingness  to  be  governed  by  justice  and  sound  polic}-.  It  would 
require  some  boldness  for  any  one  to  come  before  the  people  of  this 
State  with  such  a  charge,  and  if  the  people  are  competent  to  determine 
whether  any,  and  what,  restrictions  should  bo  placed  upon  the  elective 
franchise,  it  is  difficult  to  discover  any  plausible  reason  wh}-  the}-  should 
surrender  the  power  of  determination  to  a  Congress  of  which  they  elect 
but  live  members  in  both  Houses.  It  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  people 
of  this  State  understand  their  duties  and  interests  in  reference  to  this 
subject  quite  as  well  as  they  are  understood  by  the  people  of  the  States 
east  of  the  mountains. 

If  this  amendment  is  adopted,  the  most  degraded  Digger  Indian 
within  our  borders  becomes  at  once  an  elector  and,  so  far,  a  ruler.  His 
vote  would  count  for  as  much  as  that  of  the  most  intelligent  white  man 
in  the  State.  In  this  event,  also,  by  a  slight  amendment  to  the  naturali- 
zation laws,  the  Chinese  population  could  be  made  electors. 

It  is  contended  by  some  that  the  exercise  of  suffrage  is  a  matter  of 
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absolute  right,  which  cannot  be  withheld  from  any  adult  person,  male  or 
female,  living  under  the  Government.  It  is  onh-  upon  this  ground,  if  it 
were  tenable,  that  there  could  be  any  argument  in  favor  of  the  proposi- 
tion embodied  in  the  amendment;  but  this  will  not  bear  a  moment's 
discussion.  The  elective  franchise  is  not  a  right,  but  a  privilege,  to  be 
conferred  upon  such  classes  only  as  can  exercise  it  for  the  general  good. 
If  it  were  an  absolute  right,  then  the  naturalization  laws,  requiring  five 
years'  residence,  have  been  a  continued  outrage  upon  those  who  have 
come  here  from  Europe  to  make  this  country  their  home.  The  whole 
theory  of  those  laws  is  based  upon  increased  qualifications  supposed  to 
result  from  a  residence  of  five  3"ears.  It  is  upon  the  same  ground  only 
that  we  justiiy  our  denial  of  the  right  to  vote  to  young  men  of  nineteen 
and  twenty.  The  right  of  suffrage  has  never,  at  any  time,  nor  .in  any 
country,  been  deemed  an  absolute  or  inalienable  right,  and  never  will  • 
be  so,  until  common  sense  and  reason  cease  to  be  a  guide  in  political 
affairs.  • 

There  is  no  plausible  argument,  then,  in  favor  of  this  amendment, 
which  can  be  addressed  to  the  people  of  this  State.  On  the  contrary, 
every  consideration  of  legal  right  and  public  policy  makes  against  it. 
Nothing  could  be  more  loose  and  objectionable  than  the  clause  which 
authorizes  Congress  to  enforce  the  restraint  ujion  the  States  by  "appro- 
priate" legislation.  Who  is  to  judge  of  what  is ''appropriate?"  Under 
this  ])hraseoIogy,  Congress  is  made  the  exclusive  judge;  and  if  itdeclares 
any  particular  measure  enacted  by  that  body  to  be  appropriate,  it  would 
claim  that,  upon  rules  of  construction,  no  tribunal  would  have  the  right 
to  revise  its  discretion.  Congress,  then,  under  the  guise  of  ])rofes8edly 
"appropriate"  legislation,  could  enact  almost  anything  which  a  fertile 
imagination  might  suggest. 

Tiiere  is  another  serious  objection  to  the  form  of  this  amendment.  It 
declares  that  certain  specified  restrictions  shall  not  be  placed  upon  the 
elective  fi-anchise  by  the  United  States,  leaving  the  inference  o|)en  that 
any  other  restriction  may  be.  The  same  school  of  loose  constructiohists, 
who  are  laboring  to  transform  our  federative  system  into  a  consolidated 
one,  will  hereafter  ai'gue  that  to  restrict  the  United  States  in  one  direc- 
tion recognizes  their  right  to  act  in  any  other,  and  places,  therefore,  the 
whole  subject  under  Congressional  control.  The  artifice  and  deception 
already  enii)loyed  to  engraft  this  provision  upon  the  Constitution  justify 
suspicions  of  the  good  faith  of  its  advocates;  but,  whatever  may  be  the 
motive  for  selecting  the  phraseology,  the  danger  is  apparent  that  an 
im])lication  will  be  founded  upon  it  to  lake  from  the  States  any  power  to 
resist  Federal  interference  with  suffrage,  upon  any  ground  which  may 
accord  with  the  judgment  or  caprice  of  representatives  from  other 
States. 

The  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  amendments,  so  called,  have  a  direct 
design  and  tendency  to  centralize  the  Government,  and  to  deprive  each 
State  of  any  control  over  its  local  affairs.  Under  the  Constitution,  as 
originally  framed,  certain  appropriate  functions  were  assigned  to  the 
Federal  Executive  and  Congress.  It  was  intended  to  confine  them  to 
such  objects  as  affected  all  the  States  in  their  federative  capacitj',  and 
to  leave  each  Slate  the  exclusive  control  of  its  local  and  domestic  con- 
cerns. To  depart  from  this  design,  and  centralize  all  power  at  the 
Federal  Capital,  is  to  diverge  widely  from  the  original  spirit  of  oursj-stom, 
and  to  violate  the  principles  of  self-government. 

Any  control  over  the  local  affairs  of  this  Stale  exercised  hy  represent- 
atives elected  by  the  people  of  one  or  more  of  the  Atlantic  States  is 
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essentially  a  despotic  control,  because  it  is  exercised  by  legislators 
neither  chosen  b}'  us  nor  responsible  to  us.  A  rule  not  resulting  from 
our  choice,  and  wholly  irresponsible,  is  of  the  essence  of  despotism.  If, 
in  our  local  concerns  and  interests,  we  arc  to  be  governed  by  represent- 
atives of  other  vStates,  we  migiit  as  well  be  governed  by  a  foreign  king 
or  emperor.  The  control  might  be  more  enlightened  and  more  conscien- 
tious in  the  former  case,  or  it  might  not;  but  it  certainly  would  not  be 
less  ai)solute,  irresponsible  and  despotic. 

We  elect  three  of  the  two  hundred  and  thirtj'-four  members  of  the  HoUse 
and  two  of  the  seventj^-four  members  of  the  Senate,  but  if  those  bodies 
are  to  regulate  our  domestic  affairs  and  dictate  to  us  our  whole 
domestic  and  internal  policy,  wc  might  as  well  have  no  representative 
in  either  bodj',  because  when  they  chance  to  differ  from  an  arbitrary 
majority,  ignorant  of  our  wishes  and  interests,  their  voices  and  votes 
would  be  powerless.  The  evil  is  not  atoned  for  to  any  extent,  because  at 
some  time  in  the  future  our  representatives  might  in  the  same  way  t^'ran- 
nize  over  other  communities.  Wc  neither  desire  to  practice  nor  suffer 
despotic  rule,  and  if  the  various  amendments  already  propo.scd  to  the 
P''ederal  Constitution  were  to  have  aiiy  legal  validity,  it  is  ditticult  to  see 
what  substantial  right  of  self-government  would  be  secure  from  the 
encroachments  of  central  power. 

The  means  taken  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  proposed  amendment 
are  not  such  as  to  commend  it  to  favor.  A  pledge  of  as  solemn  and 
unequivocal  a  character  as  could  be  framed,  was  given  by  the  successful 
party  in  the  late  Presidential  contest  against  any  interference  with  the 
right  of  each  of  the  Northern  States  to  exercise  exclusive  control  over 
the  suftVago  within  their  territory.  Upon  this  pledge  the}-  succeeded 
in  electing  their  canditlates,  and  as  soon  as  their  success  was  secured 
they  proceeded  at  once,  in  deliberate  violation  of  the  pledge  given,  to 
adopt  eveiy  means  within  their  reach  to  do  precisely  what  they  declared 
they  would  not  do.  These  measures  were  as  unworthy  as  the  scheme 
itself  was  disreputable.  Eepresentatives  were  excluded  from  States 
which  had  not  assented  to  the  amendment,  and  their  admission  held 
out  as  a  bribe  to  secure  its  ratification.  Ever}'  expedient  of  coercion 
on  the  one  hand  and  reward  on  the  other  has  been  resorted  to. 
The  people  M'cre  not  allowed  the  opportunity  to  manifest  their  will,  but 
the  amendment  was  pressed  through  the  Legislature  of  more  than  one 
State  whose  people  were  notoriously  adverse  to  it.  No  amendment 
adopted  by  the  use  of  such  means  could  possess  any  binding 
obligation  unless  it  has  become  a  principle  of  constitutional  law  that 
falsehood,  fraud  and  duress  can  impart  validity  to  art  amendment  when 
the  same  elements  would  avoid  a  contract  between  private  parties  in 
any  Court  of  justice  in  Christendom. 

It  is  idle  to  suppose  that  the  people  of  this  State  or  of  any  other  of 
the  States  will  be  satisfied  to  have  wrested  from  them  the  right  to  con- 
trol their  local  affairs.  They  are  not  blind  to  the  fact,  that  it  is  this 
control  which  is  but  another  name  for  liberty,  and  which  is  liberty.  No 
system  which  violates  the  maxims  and  principles  of  freedom  can  be 
made  permanent  by  political  artifice  or  b}-  the  use  of  militarj-  force.  It 
is  too  much  in  conflict  with  the  genius  and  traditions  of  the  American 
people,  and  with  that  inextinguishable  love  of  liberty  which,  though  it 
maj'  seem  dormant  for  a  while,  will  certainlj-  revive  and  assert  its  irre- 
sistible power.  It  is  not  possible  for  an  oligarchy  of  politicians,  sitting 
in  conclave  at  Washington,  to  continue  long  to  exercise  arbitrary  control 
over  the  people  of  remote  States  in  all  the  arrogance  of  conscious  tyr- 
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anny,  violating  that  cardinal  doctrine  of  all  free  government,  to  wit : 
that  every  people  has  the  absolute  and  inalienable  right  to  control  their 
own  destiny,  and  to  form  their  own  political  and  social  institutions.  It 
is  this  principle,  consecrated  by  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  freedom  in 
our  own  revolution  and  in  all  ages,  which  no  political  organization  can 
safely  violate,  and  which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  the  struggle  now  in 
progress  in  this  country.  The  attempt  is  made  to  transfer  political 
power  from  the  people  themselves  to  legislators  at  Washington ;  to 
submerge  the  Executive  and  Judiciary-  under  unlimited  Congressional 
control;  to  destroy  all  the  checks  and  balances  of  our  system  and 
convert  it  into  one  resembling  the  French  National  Convention,  from 
which  the  people  of  that  country  gladly  escaped  by  seeking  refuge  in 
the  despotism  of  one  man  from  that  of  an  unscrupulous  and  tyrannical 
legislative  majoritj-.  Such  an  attempt  can  never  permanently  succeed 
among  a  people  educated  to  freedom  as  are  the  Americans  from  child- 
hood. It  needs  but  that  they  should  see  the  contest  as  it  is  between 
liberty  and  local  self-government  on  one  side  and  centralized  power  or 
despotism  on  the  other,  and  to  this  they  cannot  long  be  blind.  Peace  in 
our  distractad  country  is  an  object  desired  by  all,  but  it  is  only  attainable 
by  recognizing  the  truth  that  Government  derives  its  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed,  and  that  it  is  not  possible  to  perpet- 
uate arbitrary  rule,  in  the  hands  either  of  a  king  or  of  a  Congress.  The 
right  of  self  government  is  as  sacred  to  the  people  of  Georgia  as  it  is  to 
those  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  tyrannj-  of  political  adventurers 
over  the  people  of  States  whose  representatives  have  been  arbitraril}' 
excluded  from  Congress,  to  whom  all  the  promises  of  the  Government 
have  been  falsified  and  whose  liberties  have  been  trampled  under  foot, 
will  at  no  distant  day  be  justl}-  regarded  as  among  the  most  wrongful 
of  those  which  have  defaced  the  annals  of  modern  times. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  the  mass  of  the  Republican  partj'  to  suppose 
that  this  tyranny  has  their  deliberate  sanction.  It  is  condemned  by  all 
of  them  whose  minds  are  not  under  the  dominion  of  party  prejudice 
and  whose  judgments  are  not  clouded  by  the  bitterness  engendered  in 
the  war;  but  if  it  were  true  that  the  rank  and  file  of  that  party  or  the 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  Northern  States  were  so  far  misled  by 
their  political  leaders  as  to  look  on  with  complacency  while  chains  were 
being  placed  on  their  own  necks  and  on  those  of  their  Southern  breth- 
eren,  we  would  still  owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to  the  cause  of  constitutional 
liberty  throughout  the  world,  to  raise  our  voices  in  condemnation  and 
in  warning. 

In  view,  then,  of  the  want  of  legal  power  to  bind  any  State  to  this 
so-called  amendment,  and  of  the  pernicious  principle  which  it  embodies,  as 
well  as  in  view  of  the  scandalous  manner  in  which  the  people  of  the  sev- 
eral States  have  been  sought  to  be  defrauded,  bribed  and  coerced  into  its 
adoption,  I  trust  it  will  be  formally  rejected  by  your  honorable  bodies.

Whereas,  On  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
nine,  deicgat<'8  elected  by  the  people  nnet  in  convention  at  Monterey,  in 
this  State,  and  made  the  Constitution  of  California,  which  was  ratified 
bj'  the  people  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fort3'-nine ;  and  whorean,  on  the  ninth  day  of  September,  ejghteen 
hundred  and  fifty,  Corigicss  passed  a  law  in  which  it  was  declared  that 
the  State  of  California  shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  one  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatever;  and  whereas, 
in  the  Tenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  it  is 
declared  :  "  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  b)^  the  Con- 
stitution, nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States, 
respective!}',  or  to  the  peo]ilo;"  and  whereas,  among  these  reserved 
powers  is  the  right  of  each  State  to  determine  what  portion  of  its 
inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to  suffrage;  and  whereas,  the  jjroposed 
Fifteentli  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  takes  the 
control  of  suffrage  from  each  and  all  of  the  States  and  gives  it  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States;  therefore  be  it 

Rcsnl.veil ,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  confers  no  power 
upon  Congress  to  ])ropose  to  three-fourths  of  the  States  such  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution ;  and  gives  no  power  to  three-fourths  of  the 
States  to  ratify  the  same,  because  such  power  is  reserved  to  each  of  the 
States  respectively.    Bo  it  further 

Rcsohid,  That  on  her  admission  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  California 
was  invested  with  the  right  to  declare  what  persons  should  bo  entitled 
to  vote  within  her  boundaries,  and  until  she,  by  her  voluntary  act, 
surrenders  tiiat  right,  tiio  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  no  authority' 
to  exercise  such  power  within  her  jurisdiction. 

Read  and  made  the  special  order  for  Thursday,  January  thirteenth, 
at  twelve  o'clock  m.,  and  ordered  printed.

Whereas,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
delegates  elected  by  the  people  met  in  convention  at  Montere}',  in 
this  Slate,  and  made  the  Constitution  of  California,  which  was  rati- 
fied by  the  people  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  November,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fort3--nine;  and  whereas,  on  the  ninth  day  of  September, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  Congress  passed  a  law,  in  which  it  was 
declared  "  That  the  State  of  California  shall  be  one,  and  is  bereb}' 
declared  to  be  one  of  the  United  Stales  of  America,  and  admitted 
into  the  Union  on  an  equal  fooling  with  the  original  Slates,  in  all 
respects  whatever;"  and  whereas,  in  the  Tenth  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  it  is  declared,  "The  powers  not  del- 
egated to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor  prohiljited  by  it 
to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  rcipectively,  or  to  the  peo- 
ple;" and  whereas,  among  these  reserved  ])o\vers  is  the  right  of  each 
State  to  determine  what  portion  of  its  inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to 
suffrage;  and  whereas,  the  proposed  Fifteenth  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  in  the  words  and  figures  following, 
to  wit:  "Article  XV,  Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States, 
or  by  any  State,  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condition  of  ser- 
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vitude.  Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this 
article  by  appropriate  legislation,"  takes  the  control  of  suffrage  from 
each  and  all  of  the  States  and  gives  it  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly — 

FirU — That  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  confers  no  power 
upon  the  Congress  to  propose  to  three-fourths  of  the  States  such  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  and  gives  no  power  to  three-fourths  of 
the  States  to  ratify  the  same. 

Second — That  on  her  admission  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  California 
was  invested  with  the  right  to  declare  what  persons  should  be  entitled 
to  vote  within  her  boundaries;  and  until  she,  b}'  her  voluntary  act, 
surrender  that  right,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  no  authority 
to  exercise  such  power  within  her  jurisdiction. 

Third — That  the  said  proposed  Fifteenth  Amendmqnt  be  and  the 
same  is  hereb)'  rejected.    Be  it  further 

Resolved  That  the  Governor  bo  requested  to  transmit  copies  of  this 
concurrent  resolution  to  the  Secretar}'  of  State  of  the  United  States 
and  to  the  Senators  and  Hepresentatives  in  Congress  from  this  State

REPORT. 

Mr.  Tompkins,  from  the  Judiciary  Committee,  made  the  following 
minority  report : 

Mr.  President  :  The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee of  the  Senate,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  to  expunge 
from  the  Journal  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  entered  against  James  fi. 
Hardy,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  xMaj',  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
being  unable  to  concur  in  the  report  made  to  the  Senate  by  the  majority 
of  said  committee,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  minority  report : 

The  resolutions  referred  to  the  committee  recite  the  article  upon 
which  said  James  H.  Hard}'  was  convicted,  and  the  specifications  there- 
under. The  evidence  to  sustain  said  specifications  has  not  been  submit- 
ted to  the  committee,  nor  has  any  attempt  been  made  to  show,  in  any 
legal  manner,  that  it  was  not  sufficient' to  support  the  charges  therein 
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made.  It  is  therefore  a  legal  presumption  that  the  specifications  were 
proven,  and  tho  arguments  addressed  to  the  committee  on  behalf  of 
Judgy  Hardy  have  proceeded  upon  the  idea  that  the  specifications  do 
not  impute  a  crime  of  which  he  could  be  convicted,  not  that  in  them- 
selves the}'  were  not  true.  It  becomes  necessary,  therefore,  to  briefly 
state  the  facts  of  the  case. 

During  the  year  preceding  the  trial  of  Judge  Hard}',  a  rebellion,  the 
most  formidable  ever  known  on  eartb,  had  prevailed  in  the  Southern 
States  of  the  American  Union.  Largo  bodies  of  men  were  in  arms 
against  the  Government,  with  the  purpose  of  subverting  and  overthrow- 
ing it,  and  in  many  of  the  States  not  engaged  in  the  rebellion,  the  public 
peace  was  endangered  and  the  administration  of  the  laws  attended  with 
embarrassment  and  difficulty.  Such  was,  to  some  extent,  the  case  in 
California,  and  Judge  Hardy,  during  that  time,  was  the  Judge  of  the 
Sixteenth  Judicial  District  of  the  State.  As  such,  he  had  svvorn  to  sup- 
port the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  it  was  his  duty  every- 
where to  enforce  the  laws,  and  by  precept  and  example  to  encourage 
respect  for  and  submission  to  them.  We  find,  by  the  specifications,  that 
he  forgot  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  his  high  position  and  his  offi- 
cial oath,  and  in  public  places,  and  under  circumstances  calculated  to 
weaken  the  administration  of  the  laws,  declared,  that  "as  to  the  Consti- 
tution there  is  none — it  has  gone  to  hell" — that  the  flag  of  the  Union 
was  "  an  old  woman's  rag  and  ought  to  be  torn  down  " — that  he  said  of 
himself,  "  I  am  a  rebel  and  I  don't  care  a  damn  who  knows  it" — that  he 
publicly  drank  toasts  to  the  health  of  Jeff'erson  Davis  and  the  perpetua- 
tion of  the  Southern  Confederacy,  and  declared  "  that  he  was  a  seces- 
sionist, and  that  if  a  foreigner  should  come  before  him,  holding  the  same 
sentiments  that  he,  the  said  Hardy,  entertained  as  a  man  towards  the 
Constitution  and  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  applied  for  citi- 
zenship, he,  the  said  Hardy,  as  a  Judge,  would  not  admit  him  to  citizen- 
ship " 

Judge  Hardy  was  found  guilty  and  removed  from  office.  He  acquiesced 
in  the  decision  without  making  any  eff'ort  to  test  its  legality,  and  for  a 
period  of  more  than  seven  years  it  has  remained  unquestioned  upon  the 
records  of  the  Court. 

The  Senate  is  now  asked,  in  its  legislative  capacity,  to  go  back  to  the 
records  of  the  "  High  Court  of  Impeachment,"  and  to  deface  and  oblit- 
erate the  record  there  made. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  have  reported  a  bill  as  a  substitute  for 
the  resolutions  referred  to  them.  We  do  not  understand  that  the  aspect 
of  the  case  is  changed  thereby. 

The  undersigned  recommend  that  said  bill  do  not  pass,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons : 

The  judgment  was  rendered  by  the  Court  for  the  trial  of  impeach- 
ments, and  not  by  either  branch  of  the  Legislature.  That  Court  was 
organized  under  the  Constitution  and  in  obedience  to  law ;  and  if 
the  Legislature  can  expunge  one  of  its  decisions  or  cancel  one  of  its 
records,  it  can  expunge  all  decisions  and  cancel  all  records  of  every 
Court  in  the  State.  The  fact  that  Senators  can,  in  the  cases  provided 
by  law,  become  Judges  of  that  Court,  in  no  degree  clothes  them  with 
power  to  act  as  such  when  not  sitting  as  such  Court.  No  member  of 
this  Senate  has  ever  been  sworn  as  such  Judge,  and  no  Judge  has  a  right 
to  act  until  he  has  taken  the  oath  of  office.  The  Senate  has  no  power 
over  the  records  of  the  Court,  and  to  attempt  to  exercise  such  power 
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without  legal  right  would  be  to  weaken  all  respect  for  law  and  to  throw 
discredit  upon  its  administration  in  our  State. 

It  would  bo  to  declare  to  the  people  of  the  State,  as  the  opinion  of  this 
Legislature,  that  for  a  Judge  sworn  to  uphold  the  Constitution  to  publicly 
denounce  and  deride  that  Constitution,  and  to  declare  himself  an  enemy 
to  the  Government  whose  laws  he  was  professing  to  execute,  did  not  dis- 
qualify him  for  his  high  position  or  justify  his  expulsion  from  the  bench. 

It  puts  the  objection  to  the  decision  upon  the  ground  that  it  "  was 
influenced  by  a  spirit  of  partisan  feeling,"  and  relies  entirely  upon 
"  partisan  feeling"  for  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

It  furnishes  the  example  and  holds  out  the  inducement  to  the  next 
Legislature  whose  ''partisan  feeling"  shall  be  differently  directed,  to 
expunge  the  expunging  act  and  to  reverse  the  reversal  that  is  now  sought 
to  be  placed  upon  the  record,  and  thus  to  render  the  decisions  of  our 
highest  tribunal  the  shuttlecock  to  be  thrown  back  and  forth  by  the' 
fluctuating  fortunes  of  political  strife. 

It  assumes  to  reverse  a  judgment,  without  having  before  it,  or  in  any 
manner  examining  the  evidence  upon  which  it  was  rendered. 

It  revives  old  animosities,  and  calls  back  old  issues,  now  passing  away, 
and  that  the  highest  public  good  requires  should  be  undisturbed  and 
forgotten. 

It  defaces  and  obliterates  a  record  which,  by  the  criminal  law,  is  an 
offence  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison,  and 
thus  undertakes  to  throw  the  sanction  of  law  around  a  gross  violation 
of  law,  that  if  committed  by  a  private  citizen,  might  consign  him  to 
the  penitentiary  for  ten  years.  Ought  not  those  who  order,  aid  or  abet 
a  crime  to  share  in  the  punishment  that  follows  its  commission  ? 

The  undersigned  have  endeavored  to  consider  these  questions  in  their 
legal  aspect,  with  no  feelings  towards  Judge  Hardy  but  those  of  per- 
sonal kindness  and  good  will.  They  are  unable  to  learn  that  the  judg- 
ment complained  of  has  inflicted  any  political  or  other  disability  upon 
him,  or  that  it  in  any  degree  interferes  with  his  success  in  the  very 
large  professional  practice  that  he  has  built  up  since  that  judgment  was 
rendered. 

Because  the  Legislature  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  decrees  of  any 
Court,  and  if  it  have,  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  exercise  it,  that 
respect  for  law  would  be  diminished  and  partisan  feeling  deepened  and 
intensified,  that  no  end  of  public  justice  is  to  be  promoted,  but  that  it 
involves  the  violation  of  the  criminal  code,  the  undersigned  respectfully 
recommend  the  rejection  of  the  bill  reported  by  the  majority  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee.

commercial  depression,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Government  to 
retain  within  its  borders,  encourage  and  aid  for  the  benefit  of  its  citi- 
zens, all  the  avenues  of  trade  over  which  it  is  possible  for  it  to  obtain

of  Regents — have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  now  beg  leave

To  (he  S<"nnl€  of  the  State  of  California  : 

I  herewith  return  toj'onr  honorable  bod}',  without  my  approval,  Senate 
Bill  No.  'i'ii — An  Act  i'or  the  relief  of  L.  P.  Hall  and  Sanuiol  J.  (iarrison. 

The  object  of  this  bill  i.s  to  compen.sate,  out  of  the  Slate  treasury,  the 
per.sons  named  in  the  bill,  for  damages  said  to  have  been  done  to  their 
projjert}'  by  a  mob  in  Visalia.  The  property  destroyed  was  a  newspaper 
published  in  Tulare  County,  and  the  mob  seems  to  have  been  composed 
mainly,  if  not  entirely,  of  men  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

No  good  citizen  will  justify  an}-  interference  with  the  freedom  of  the 
press,  which,  though  it  may  be  sometimes  abused,  is  indispensable  to  the 
maintenance  of  republican  government.  Upon  it  reliance  must  refit 
for  the  detection  of  fraud,  the  reformation  of  abuses,  and  a  healthful 
censorship  of  men  and  measures.  Any  interference  with  freedom  of 
discussion  in  jiublic  journals,  therefore,  is  a  blow  aimed  at  the  interests 
of  society. 

Because  the  lawless  violence  of  the  mob  in  Tulare  County  merits  con- 
demnation, it  by  no  means  follows,  however,  that  the  State  treasury 
should  be  drawn  upon  to  make  good  the  loss.  The  policy  of  our  legis- 
lation is  to  make  the  counties  responsible  for  the  loss  occasioned  by  mob 
violence.  This  has  been  acted  upon  in  the  case  of  the  presses  which 
were  destroyed  in  San  P'rancisco,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  sufficient 
reason'for  a  distinction  between  that  case  and  the  one  in  Tulare  County. 
It  is  argued  that  the  soldiers  were  not  sent  to  Tulare  County  at  the 
request  of  its  citizens,  and  were  not  residents  of  the  county.  The  rule, 
however,  does  not  rest  upon  citizenship  or  residence.  It  is  founded 
upon  the  principle  that  the  county  is  responsible  for  damage  done  by 
mob  violence,  because  upon  the  county  authorities,  as  representatives  of 
the  people,  is  devolved  the  duty  of  preserving  order  and  of  protecting 
property. 

That  the  outbreak  was  unforseen  and  could  not  be  prevented,  docs 
not  touch  the  reason  of  the  rule.  Alobs  are  often  sudden  and  irresistible, 
and  in  most  cases  arc  composed  of  an  irrespont.iblc  and  floating  popula- 
tion. The  taxpayers  of  the  county  are,  nevertheless,  held  responsible, 
and  justly  so,  because  they  are  thereby  stimulated  to  discourage  and 
prevent  lawless  violence.    There  is  also  the  advantage  of  judicial  inves- 
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ligation  into  the  actual  loss,  where  the  taxpayers  are  represented  hy 
counsel,  instead  of  an  ex  parte  showing  beCore  a  legislative  committee, 
which  is  not  bo  satisfactory  a  mode  of  ascertaining  damages,  the  evi- 
dence being  chiefly,  if  not  exclusively,  on  one  side. 

If  the  time  for  suing  Tulare  County  has  elapsed,  proper  legislation 
would  remedy  the  difficulty. 

For  these  reasons,  1  feel  compelled  to  .vithbold  approval  of  this  bill.

nearly  all  within  the  City  of  Oakland  ;  that  it  was  entirely  the  result 
of  private  enterprise,  and  is  surrounded  by  the  residences  and  property 
of  the  citizens  by  whom  it  has  been  constructed  ;  that  they  unitedly 
desire  that  the  fish  in  the  lake  and  the  birds  and  waterfowl  upon  and 
around  it  shall  be  protected  from  trespassers,  who  now  invade  their 
promises  and  expose  them  and  their  families  to  the  danger  arising  from 
constant  and  careless  shooting  about  the  lake  ;  and  such  request  is  rea- 
sonable and  ought  to  be  granted.  The  passage  of  the  bill  is  therefore 
respectfully  recommended.

It  appears  from  the  evidence  produced  that  during  the  school  j  ear 
commencing  June  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  there  was 
apportioned,  by  Santa  Cruz  County,  to  Pescadero  School  District,  four 
hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  Iwenly-four  cents,  and  that  of  that 
amount,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  has  been  paid,  as  per  annexed 
receipt,  leaving  a  balance  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and 
twenty-four  cents  due  on  the  sixteenth  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  March  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  the  larger  portion  of  Pescadero  School  District  was  trans- 
ferred from  Santa  Cruz  County  to  San  Mateo  County. 

After  the  date  of  such  transfer,  the  Trustees  of  Pescadero  School 
District  made  a  demand  for  llie  money  claimed  by  them  to  be  due  this 
district,  but  payment  was  refused.  The  questio  -.  whether  this  money  is 
due  to  Pescadero  School  District  from  the  County  of  Santa  Cruz  has 
been  judicially  investigated  and  decided  in  favor  of  Santa  Cruz  County, 
as  appears  from  accompanying  documents. 

It  is  also  claimed  that  there  is  due  to  San  (ircgorio  School  District  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents,  but 
there  is  no  proof  to  sustain  it;  on  the  contrary-,  the  accompanj'ing  cer- 
tificate of  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  tends  to  show  that 
there  has  not  been  kept  open  in  said  district  a  free  school  for  three  months 
during  the  school  year  for  which  said  amount  is  claimed  to  be  due. 

The  delegation  respectfully  suggest  tiiat  questions  like  these  should 
be  settled  by  the  Courts  and  not  b3'  the  Legislature.

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixtj-  seven  and  sixty-eight,  the  duties  of 
Librarian  of  the  Su|)rome  Court  were  imposed  upon  the  Secretarv,  and 
thesL-  duties,  which  require  groat  additional  lal)or,  have  been  added  with- 
out an  increase  of  compensation.  That  in  consequence  of  a  late  order 
of  the  Court,  requiring  the  copying  of  all  decisions  made  by  the  Supreme 
(/ourt,  his  duties  have  also  been  increased.  The  Justices  acknowledge 
that  their  Secretary  has  always  farthfully  performed  his  duties  to  their 
entire  satisfaction,  that  he  enjoys  their  fullest  confidence,  that  the}'  can- 
not well  make  a  change  in  the  otfice  of  Secretary,  and  that  the  present 
incumbent  deserves  and  ought  to  liave  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  month  for  his  services.

Mr.  Tompkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Counties  and  Count}-  Bounda- 
ries, made  the  following  reports  : 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Boundaries, 
to  whom  was  referred  Assembly  Bill  No.  289 — An  Act  to  create  the 
County  of  Anaheim,  to  define  its  boundaries  and  to  provide  for  its 
organization  and  financial  aflFairs — have  had  the  same  under  considera- 
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tion  and  now  reppectfully  report :  That  the  County  of  Los  Angeles  is 
larger  than  several  of  the  States  of  the  Union ;  that  its  soil  and  climate 
fit  it  for  the  support  of  a  great  population,  and  that  its  division  into  two 
.or  more  counties  will,  within  a  few  years,  be  imperatively  demanded  by 
the  convenience  of  its  people;  the  division  is  only  a  question  of  time. 
In  inquiring  whether  that  time  has  now  arrived,  the  committee  are  met 
by  the  following  facts:  The  evidence  is  now  unmistakable,  that  the 
southern  counties  of  the  State  cannot  expect  their  usual  prosperity 
during  the  coming  season  ;  the  want  ,  of  rain  must  necessaril}-  diminish 
their  crops,  and  ret^er  the  time  peculiarly  unfavorable  for  any  increase 
of  taxation.  The  building  of  new  Court-houses  and  paj  irig  salaries  to 
new  count}'  officers  would  seriously  increase  the  burdens  of  the  people, 
and,  as  the  committee  think,  to  an  extent  much  greater  than  would  be 
compensated  by  avoiding  the  inconveniences  to  which  they  have  become 
accustomed,  for  the  short  time  that  will  elapse  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Legislature.  It  will  not  be  forgotten,  either,  that  the  census  of 
the  State  is  to  be  taken  this  j'ear;  the  data  it  will  fui-nish  will  be  indis- 
pensable to  enable  the  Legislature  to  properly  determine  the  apportion- 
ment of  legislative  representation  between  the  old  and  ncwcounty.  It 
is  conceded  by  the  friends  and  opponents  of  the  bill,  tiiat  the  question 
of  the  division  of  the  county  was  not  before  the  people  at  the  last  elec- 
tion ;  there  has,  therefore,  been  no  expression  of  their  opinion  upon  the 
subject,  except  as  shown  b)-  the  petitions  and  remonstrances  here 

The  committee  are  divided  in  opinion,  as  to  whether  application  to 
create  the  Count}'  of  Anaheim  is  not  premature,  and  therefore  report 
the  bill  back  without  recommendation.

Mr.  Prksidknt:  The  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Boundaries, 
to  whom  was  I'cferred  Assembly  Bill  No.  144 — An  Act  to  locate  the 
county  scat  for  the  County  of  Lake — have  bad  the  same  under  consiiier- 
ation,  and  now  respectfully  report :  That  prior  to  February  eighteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  the  county  seat  of  Lake  Couiit}-  was 
at  Lakeport;  that  on  the  eighteenth  of  February,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  submilling  the 
question  of  the  removal  of  the  count}'  seat  of  said  county  to  the  voters 
thereof  The  committee  are  not  advised  of  the  re.■^ull  of  said  election, 
except  as  it  is  to  be  inferred  from  the  facts  hereinafter  stated. 

On  the  second  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  an  Act  was 
passed  to  submit  the  same  question  again  to  the  people  of  said  county. 
This  election  was  held,  and  the  result  is  now  the  subject  of  litigation. 
It  is  conceded  by  the  friends  of  the  proposed  bill  that  the  decision  will 
be  in  favor  of  Lakeport,  but  the  case  is  3  et  pending  and  undecided  in 
the  Supreme  Court. 

It  thus  appears,  that  since  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
the  question  of  the  removal  of  the  count}'  seat  from  Lakeport  has  twice 
been  submitted  to  the  people,  and  decided  against  the  removal  The 
committee  believe  that  two  trials  within  six  years  ought  to  quiet  the 
matter  for  the  present.  In  addition,  they  are  of  the  opinion,  that  while 
the  result  of  the  last  election  is  yet  pending  and  undecided  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  for  the  Legislature  to 
anticipate  the  decision  and  pass  a  law  that  may  conflict  with  that  deci- 
sion, when  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the  Court.  The  committee  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  bill  do  not  pass.

To  the  Senate  of  the  Stale  of  California  : 

I  herewith  return  to  your  honorable  bod}^  without  my  approval, 
Senate  Bill  No.  243 — An  Act  to  empower  the  Counties  ot  Stanislaus, 
Merced,  Fresno,  Tulare  and  Kern  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
in  said  counties. 

Also,  Senate  Bill  No.  241 — An  Act  to  empower  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  and  Counties  of  Monterey  and  San  Luis  Obispo  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  and  other  purposes. 

Both  the  general  principles  and  the  details  of  these  measures  deserve, 
bj'  reason  of  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved,  a  more  extended 
discussion  than  is  possible  to  give  them  at  present,  owing  to  the  pres- 
sure of  urgent  duties.  The  views  and  opinions  which  im])cl  mo  to  with- 
hold assent  to  these  bills  will  therefore  be  briefly  indicated  rather  than 
discussed. 

It  has  been  said  b}'  one  of  the  most  eminent  jurists  of  this  countr}-, 
that  the  sole  legitimate  end  of  law  (that  is,  of  government)  is  accuriti/  to 
men  in  the  I'ree  enjoyment  and  development  of  their  capacities  for  hap- 
piness, and  that  "  to  compel  men  to  contribute  of  the  accumulations  of 
industry  to  objects  not  within  the  legitimate  sphere  of  legislation,  is  a 
perversion  and  abuse  of  its  powers  little,  if  an^-thing,  short  of  legalized 
robbery.  What  is  the  true  province  of  legislation  ought  to  be  better 
understood.  It  is  worth  while  to  remark,  that  in  every  new  and 
amended  State  Constitution,  the  bill  of  rights  spreads  over  a  larger 
space;  new  and  more  stringent  restrictions  are  ])laced  upon  legislation." 
He  saj'B  further,  in  the  same  connection  :  '•  The  world  is  notoriously  too 
much  governed.  Legislators  almost  invariably  aim  at  accomplishing  too 
much.  Reprasentative  democracies,  so  far  from  being  exempt  from  this 
vice,  are,  from  their  nature,  peculiarly  liable  to  it." 

I  have  made  this  quotation  because  it  expresses  truths  which,  with 
slight  modification,  are  generally  recognized  and  their  force  acknowl- 
edged.   The  happiest  people  are  the  most  free  from  governmental  inter- 
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forcDCC  with  their  pcrBotiH  and  their  prfipcrt}-.  A  certain  .imount  of  power 
is  concciled  wlieii  men  enter  tiic  social  compact  and  ori^anizc  political 
corninuiiiticH.  The  rii^ht  of  eminent  domain  is  an  essential  attribute  of 
])oiitical  .sovereignty,  by  virtue  of  whicii  private  propert3-  is  taken  for 
l)uhiic  use  on  pay mcnt  of  just  compensation.  The  right  of  taxation  to 
defray  necessary  governmental  ex|)enditures  is  a  branch  of  the  same 
])o\ver.  Every  Government  rigiitHilly  exacts  a  small  annual  percentage 
of  the  earnings  and  property  of  its  citizens  to  provide  means  for  the 
exei'cisc  of  its  ordinary  essential  functions.  When,  however,  it  goes 
beyond  taxation  for  necessary  objects,  and  takes  the  money  of  its  citi- 
zens for  otiier  purposes,  it  enters  upon  ground  which  is,  to  say  the  least, 
dcbataiiie,  and  transcends  limits  within  which  man}-  of  the  most 
enligiitciicd  jurists  liiink  its  power  ought  to  be  confined. 

Illustrations  on  this  subject  could  be  multiplied,  but  it  is  needless,  for 
tiio  present  |)ur|iose,  to  insist  u))on  rigid  general  rules  which  go  beyond 
the  case  in  hand. 

We  live  under  a  constitutional  government,  and  the  main  advantage 
of  the  system  is  that  it  places  restraints  and  limitations  upon  legislative 
power.  Its  merit  is  not  that  the  majority  can  always  do  exactly-  as 
they  will.  This  is  far  from  being  its  title  to  su|)criorily.  Its  great 
value,  on  tile  contrary,  consists  in  affording  to  the  iiiinoritj-  a  shield  of 
defence  against  the  arbitrary  action  of  the  majoritj*.  It  is  true  that,  if 
the  power  of  the  majority  is  limited  to  the  exercise  of  the  ordinary' 
functions  for  which  government  is  needed,  there  is,  of  course,  no  danger 
of  oppression  ;  but  if,  for  other  and  different  purposes,  it  invades  the 
right  of  propert}'.  breaks  down  all  the  barriers  sought  to  be  erected  for 
a  defence  to  the  fruits  of  honest  industry,  and  destro)-s  all  the  checks 
u]ion  ))rofligate  expenditure,  bui-densome  debt  and  heavy  taxation,  for 
what  it  chooses  to  call  the  development  of  the  country-,  then  constitu- 
tional limitation  fails  to  accom])lish  anj-  beneficial  pai'|)0se. 

To  leave  gonerij  propositions  and  be  inore  explicit.  It  seems  to  be 
thought  by  some  that  an}'  measure  to  burden  a  community  with  taxa- 
tion for  the  direct  benefit  of  a  railroad  corporation  can  be  sanctified,  if 
it  goes  tiu'ough  the  ])rocess  of  a  po])ular  vote.  Is  this  so?  Have  men 
any  right  to  encumber  their  neighbors'  property  for  a  third  or  a  fourth 
of  its  value,  in  order  to  build  a  railroad  ?  If  one-half  of  the  community 
can,  in  effect,  mortgage  the  property-  of  the  other  half,  for  a  third  or  a 
fourth  of  its  value,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners,  for  some  purpose 
wholly  foreign  to  the  ordiiuuy  functions  of  government,  it  is  clear  that 
pro|ierty  is  hold  by  a  much  more  frail  tenure  than  we  have  been  in  the 
liabit  of  su]i]iosing. 

The  Constitution  prohibits  tiie  contracting  of  any  State  debt  except 
in  a  certain  way,  b}-  a  law  containing  specified  requisites,  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  the  people  of  the  whole  State.  This  might  possibl}-  be  abused, 
but  is  much  less  liable  to  abuse  than  in  the  case  of  counties,  because  the 
voters  would  be  more  difficult  to  influence,  and  frauds  more  difficult  to 
practice  in  the  former  case  than  in  the  latter 

The  people  of  tliis  State  have  declared,  with  emphasis,  against  any 
loan  of  State  credit  and  against  donating  State  funds  to  railroad  corpo- 
rations. 

The  present  State  officers  were  elected,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  upon  a  platform  which  declared  "that,  in  view  of  the  enormous 
weight  of  State  and  national  taxation,  it  is  imperatively  necessary  to 
prevent  any  increase  of  the  State  debt,  and  to  reduce  our  State  and 
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ronnty  expenses  to  the  lowest  standard  compatible  with  good  govern- 
ment." 

Both  parties  united,  last  fall,  in  opposition  to  the  policy  of  State  aid 
to  railroads.  One  party  resolved  that  it  was  "opposed  to  the  policy  of 
lending  the  credit  of  the  Slate  and  squandering  the  State  property  upon 
railwaj'  or  other  corporations,  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  interests 
and  the  overwhelming  increase  of  the  State  debt  and  taxation."  The 
other  party  resolved  that  it  was  opposed  "  to  grants  of  Slate  aid  to  rail- 
roads, ami  in  favor  of  limiting  taxation  to  the  amount  of  revenues  absolutely 
requisite  to  pay  the  actual  expenses  of  the  State  Government,  and  to  mainlairi 
the  financial  credit  of  the  Stale." 

These  declarations  were,  in  my  judgment,  most  wise.  The  time  for 
the  people  to  be  misled  into  loading  themselves  with  grievous  burdens, 
b}-  any  plausible  arguments  in  favor  of  a  railroad  system,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  has  passed  by.  The  reason  for  this  concurrence  of  opinion  b}' 
both  parties  was  that  there  was  no  limit  to  debt  and  taxation  if  such  a 
career  was  entered  upon.  The  pledges  given  were  accepted  by  the 
people,  not  merely  in  their  letter,  but  in  their  spirit.  All  the  reasons 
against  State  aid  apply  with  double  force  against  county  aid.  Most  of 
the  members  who  vote  on  these  pro])ositions  for  county  aid  have  no 
direct  interest  or  rcs])onsibility,  and  the  burden  falls  frequentl}-  upon 
counties  least  able  to  bear  it.  What  is  also  an  important  consideration 
is  that  a  powerful  railroad  corporation,  in  a  sparsely  settled  county,  can 
almost  invariably  control  the  result,  in  spite  of  every  effort  of  resident 
tax  payers.  The  latter  are  virtually  tied  hand  and  foot,  and  handed 
over  for  sacrifice. 

It  has  been  seriously  questioned  whether,  under  our  State  Constitu- 
tion, the  Legislature  can  shift  the  responsibility  of  legislation,  with 
which  they  are  charged,  to  a  mass  meeting  of  a  county  or  district.  The 
duty  of  making  laws  is  imposed  b}-  the  Constitution  upon  the  Legis- 
lature, under  certain  restrictions,  and  it  admits  of  grave  doubt  whether 
that  duty  can  bo  relinqui.-shed  in  an)-  other  way  than' is  indicated  b}'  its 
provisions.  The  practical  evils  of  such  an  abandonment  of  responsibility 
are  obvious. 

There  are  cases  in  which  a  proposition  is  made  for  a  moderate  sub- 
scription, by  a  town  or  citj',  to  a  local  railroad,  where  the  ])opiilar  senti- 
ment is  so  unanimous  that  it  presents  itself  almost  in  the  light  of  a 
general,  voluntary-  subscription  by  the  tax  ])ayers,  equalized  by  the 
local  authorities  acting  for  tiie  body  politic.  This  is  the  most  plausible 
shape  in  which  the  proposal  can  be  made,  and  leaves  little  objection 
bej'oud  those  that  exist  to  the  whole  system,  and  such  as  are  of  a  legal 
and  constitutional  character. 

The  measures  under  review,  however,  are  not  of  this  harmless  nature. 

The  first  of  the  biJls  whose  titles  are  given  provides  that  the  voters  of 
Stanislaus.  Merced,  Fresno,  Tulare  and  Kern  Counties  shall  vote  upon 
the  proposition  to  donate  their  bonds  to  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railroad 
Company  (or  to  anj^  other  comjiany  first  constructing  a  railroad  through 
those  counties),  at  the  rate  of  six  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  except  that 
in  Kern  County  the  amount  is  limited  to  four  hundred  and  eighty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  in  Stanislaus  County,  to  one  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars. 

Formerl}',  such  propositions  were  in  the  shape  of  a  loan  of  bonds,  but 
in  the  progress  of  the  railroad  system,  they  begin  to  assume  che  form  of 
donations.  The  difference.  pcrha])s,  is  not  material,  for  a  loan  usually 
ends  in  a  gift.    The  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property  in  Kern 
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County  for  eighteen  luindred  and  sixty-nine,  according  to  tiio  Controller's 
report,  waH  one  million  one  luindred  and  ninety-one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  dollars  and  oighty-tlirce  cents  (81,191,805  83),  of 
which  oidy  four  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  five  luindred  and  eigh- 
teen doUar.s  and  cigiit  cents  ($431,518  08)  was  real  estate.  In  other 
words,  the  hill  proposes  to  afford  an  o])portunit3'  for  v()ters  from  ahroad. 
on  thirty  days  residence,  in  the  present  or  expected  employ  of  the  cor- 
poration, to  encumber  the  real  estate  of  that  counly  to  an  amount  equal 
to  more  than  one  hundred  ])cr  cent,  of  its  assessed  value  !  The  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Railroad  Company  is  not  a  new  and  feeble  association. 
It  is  understood  to  i)e,  and  doubtless  is,  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad 
Comj)any  under  another  name — a  corporation  of  vast  wealtli,  of  fran- 
cliises  such  as  are  perhaps  hclil  by  no  corporation  on  the  continent,  man- 
aged by  gentlemen  of  great  energy'.  enter|)rise  and  business  ability. 
The  total  vote  of  Kern  County,  at  the  judicial  election  in  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  si,\ty-nine,  is  given  as  two  hundred  and  thirl3  -eight,  though  at 
the  presidential  election  si.\  hundred  and  thirt)-  votes  were  polled.  Is  it 
not  i)lain  that  if  the  corporation  chose  to  make  an  effort,  the  result  in 
such  a  county  would  bo  a  foregone  conclusion,  without  reference  to  the 
wishes  of  the  tax  ])ayers  ?  The  same  proportion  of  debt  on  the  whole 
State  would  give  us  a  State  debt  of  more  tlwu  oiir  hundrrd  and  fifli/  millions 
of  dollars,  and  would  sink  llir.  Slate  into  hnprle.is  bnnkniptci/ . 

The  same  ])roportion  of  debt  which  this  bill  projioses  to  place  U])on 
Stanislaus  County,  would  give  us  a  State  debt  of  about  thirteen  millions. 
In  Fresno,  Merced  and  Tulare  Counties,  the  number  of  miles  is  not  given, 
and  no  comparison  can  be  made.  If  there  are  sixty  miles  in  Tulare 
County,  it  would  impose  a  debt  of  three  hundred  and  sixtj'  thousand 
dollars  upon  a  counly,  the  entire  real  estate  of  which  is  assessed,  in 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  at  tlu-eo  huntlred  and  sixty-five  thou- 
sand eight  hun.lred  and  twelve  dollars.  The  onlj-  thing  required  of  the 
company  is,  that  it  shall  build  fifty  miles  of  railroad  jier  annum,  com- 
mencing after  January  first,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one, 
and  counting  the  portion  already  partly  completed.  There  is  no  limita- 
tion in  the  bill  u)ioii  the  charges  for  passengers  or  freight;  no  limitation 
of  the  encuuibranee  upon  the  counties  to  such  amounts  as  they  could 
probably  ])ay  witlu)ut  embarrassment,  and  the  election  is  ordered  in 
June,  without  giving  the  ta.x  jjaj'ers  the  right  of  option  as  to  whether 
they  would  or  would  not  ask  that  the  election  should  be  held.  Men  who 
never  paid  a  tax,  and  probably  never  will,  can  vote  away  the  {jropert}- 
of  those  who  have  accumulated  a  competency  by  their  thrift  and  enter- 
prise. The  provisions  for  taxation  are  stringent,  and  the  interests  of  the 
cor]voratioii  efl'ectuall}'  secured,  but  not  the  same  care  is  taken  foi'  the 
interests  of  those  who  arc  to  be  made  liable  for  these  enormous  subsidies 
This  aid  is  virtually  given  in  favor  of  a  corporation  to  which  the  most 
munificent  grants  have  already  been  mac'e,  and  which  is  supposed  to  be 
one  of  the  most  wealthy  and  jiowerful  corporations  on  the  continent. 

All  this  is  to  be  done  for  this  corporation  at  the  expense  of  the  tax 
pa3-ers,  when  it  is  as  certain  as  anj-thing  in  the  futui-e,  that  the  road  up 
the  valley  will  be,  and  must  be  built,  without  any  great  delay,  if  no  sub 
sid}'  whatever  is  granted.  If  the  road  is  not  built  b^'  one  company,  it 
soon  will  be  hy  another.  The  Central  Pacific  Company  cannot  afford  to 
wait.  It  must  build  the  road,  and  that  soon,  in  order  to  complete  its 
system,  and  secure  the  trade  of  the  vast  and  fertile  region  which  lies 
along  the  San  Joaquin  and  around  its  sources,  as  vvell  as  to  control  the 
transcontinental  route  along  the  thirty-fifth  parallel. 
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The  otlier  bill  provides  for  the  construction  of  a  road  b}'  the  Southern 
Pacifie  Railroad  Company,  ihroutih  Monterey  and  San  Luis  Obispo 
Counties.  The  same  objections  apply  to  this  bill.  No  route  is  desig- 
nated in  the  bill,  nor  is  the  number  of  miles  limited  in  those  counticR. 
For  aught  that  aj)])ears,  there  may  be  sixty,  eighty  or  a  hundred  miles 
in  either  county  It  is  said  that  in  San  Luis  Obispo  the  road  would  tra- 
verse a  part  of  the  county  of  little  agricultural  value,  and  the  county, 
therefore,  would  be  loaded  with  a  crushing  debt  without  any  correspond- 
ing benefit.  Indeed,  there  can  hardly  be  any  justification  for  placing 
such  encumhi'ances  upon  those  counties.  This  corporation  has  also  a 
large  and  valuable  land  grant,  which  it  will  doubtless  secure,  and  which 
is  worth  probabl}'  four  or  five  millions  of  dollars.  It  must  build  its  road 
or  forfeit  its  grant.  When  it  does  build  the  road  it  will  own  it  absolutely, 
with  all  the  profit  and  advantage  which  ma}'  result  from  its  operation. 

In  San  Luis  Obispo  County  the  ta.xable  pro])erty,  real  and  personal, 
in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  is  given  in  the  Controller's  report 
at  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
dollars,  of  which  five  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty-three  dollars  was  real  estate.  If  there  are  sixty  miles  of  railroad 
constructed  in  that  county,  the  amount  of  bonds  would  be  three  hundred 
and  sixty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  amount  of  State  debt,  at  the  same 
ratio,  would  be  about  ninety  millions,  or  nearU-  fort}'  per  cent,  upon  the 
total  valuation  of  real  and  ])ersonal  propert)'  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-nine.  No  such  debt  could  ever  be  i)aid.  If  tiie  coast  counties  and 
the  counties  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  are  to  be  burdened  with  debt,  as 
is  contem])lated  b}-  these  bills,  immigration  would  shun  their  borders. 
No  man  would  be  willing  to  settle  or  purchase  ])roperty  in  an  overtaxed 
and  banki-upt  county.  The  experience  of  counties  in  Iowa  is  not  favor- 
able to  the  ])olic}'  sought  to  be  inaugurated  by  these  bills.  \Vc  ought  to 
profit  b}'  their  unfortunate  ex])erience,  and  shun  the  financial  ruin  in 
which  some  of  them  are  engulfed.  Had  there  been  nothing  but  a  simple 
pro])Osition  for  San  Francisco  to  subscribe  one  million  of  dollars  to 
secure  three  hundred  additional  miles  of  road,  aside  from  the  question- 
able principle  involved,  the  results  could  not  be  disastrous ;  but  the  more 
I  have  reflected  upon  these  bills,  the  more  repugnant  they  seem  to  just 
principles  and  to  sound  polic}'. 

It  has  been  said,  on  another  occasion,  that  ''all  the  railroads  we  need 
will  be  built  by  private  enterprise,  without  loading  the  State  with  an 
incubus  of  debt,  crippling  its  finances  for  half  a  centurj',  and  furnishing 
a  prolific  source  of  corruption."  The  ))olicy  of  county  aid  is  far  more 
liable  to  abuse  and  more  dangerous  than  State  aid,  and  while  I  regret  to 
(litter  on  this  subject,  from  gentlemen  for  whose  integrity  and  judgment 
I  entertain  great  respect,  I  am  content,  for  the  justice  and  soundness  of 
the  views  above  expressed,  to  abide  b}'  the  developments  of  the  future. 

I  feel  confident  they  will  be  sanctioned  by  the  deliberate  judgment  of 
your  honorable  body,  and  that  they  will  meet  the  wishes  and  expecta- 
tions of  our  common  constituents.

sand dollars  per  annum  from  the  State  treasury,  without  commensurate 
benefit  to  the  people,  and  for  which  they  do  not  ask.  The  business  of 
the  Seventeenth  Judicial  District  is  at  present  less  than  that  of  many 
other  judicial  districts  of  the  State,  and  its  transaction  does  not  subject 
suitors  to  loss  by  reason  of  unnecessary  dela}'. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  creation  of  new  offices,  to  be  filled 
by  tbe  Governor,  should  be  carefully  considered,  deeming  the  same, 
unless  under  urgent  necessity,  to  be  against  public  policy.

The  Legislature  of  the  .State  of  California,  at  its  eighteenth  session, 
commencing  on  the  sixth  day  of  December,  A.  D.  eighteen  hunflred  and 
sixty-nine,  proposed  the  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution : 

Section  two  of  article  four  to  read  as  follows  : 

ARTICLE  IV — LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  2.  The  sessions  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  biennial,  and  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday-  of  January- 
next  ensuing  the  election  of  its  members,  unless  the  Governor  of  the 
State  shall  in  the  interim  convene  the  Legislature  by  proclamation. 
No  session  shall  continue  longer  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  days.

ARTICLE  V — EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec  2.  The  Governor  sliall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors,  at 
the  time  and  places  of  voting  for  members  of  the  Assembly,  and  shall 
hold  bis  office  four  years  from  and  after  the  first  Wednesday  after  the 
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first  Monday  in  January  subsequent  to  Lis  election,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified.

All  property  in  this  Slate  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be 
ascertained  as  directed  by  law,  but  A^^sessors  and  Collectors  of  town, 
county  and  Slate  taxes,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
district,  countj'  or  town  in  which  the  property  taxed  for  State,  county 
or  town  purposes,  is  situated  ;  provuletl,  that  pulilic  buildings,  parochial 
schools,  free  schools  supported  by  the  public  aulliorilies  or  private  char- 
ily, and  propert)- actually  and  solely  used  for  religious  and  eleemosynary 
purposes,  and  ail  cemeteries  owned  by  religious,  or  charitable,  or  benev- 
olent associations,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.

To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California  : 

I  herewith  return  to  3-our  honorable  body,  without  approval,  substi- 
tute for  Senate  Bill  No.  185 — An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reclamation  of 
swamp,  salt  marsh,  tide  and  other  overflowed  lands. 

This  bill  contains,  among  other  provisions,  the  following:  It  transfers 
the  control  of  reclamation  from  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  to  officers 
appointed  by  the  Surveyor-General.  It  gives  control  to  the  majority  in 
acreage,  without  reference  to  value  or  improvements,  and  auihorizes  an 
assessment  without  limitation  as  to  amount  per  acre. 

From  the  protests  and  representations  addressed  to  me  from  various 
quarters,  it  is  evident  that  the  holders  of  small  parcels  of  swamp  land 
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look  upon  the  system  proposed  in  this  bill  with  great  suspicion  and  hos- 
tility; and,  without  such  protests,  it  seems  clear  that  it  places  the 
holders  of  comparatively  small  tracts  in  the  power,  to  a  great  extent, 
of  the  few  holders  of  large  bodies  of  these  lands. 

It  enables  the  latter  to  form  districts  of  any  size,  and  through  the 
machinery  of  the  bill  to  impose  such  a  burden  upon  the  holders  of 
small  tracts  as  would  compel  them  to  sell  out  at  a  sacrifice,  through 
inability  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  assessment.  The  bill  is  not  as  well 
guarded  as  it  ought  to  be,  in  the  particulars  indicated.  Too  much  caution 
cannot  be  exercised  in  legislation  affecting  the  title  to  private  property. 
If  the  bolder  of  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  can  encumber  the 
property  of  five  hundred  persons  owning  small  homesteads,  there  cer- 
tainly ought  to  be  some  limit  to  the  amount  of  the  encumbrance. 

1  have  no  time  at  present  to  discuss  the  features  of  this  bill  at  any. 
length,  or  to  more  than  barelj-  refer  to  some  of  the  reasons  why  I  am 
not  willing  to  give  it  my  approval. 

A  number  of  representations  have  been  addressed  to  mo,  urging  that 
the  present  system  be  allowed  to  remain  until  it  is  tried  more  thoroughly 
than  it  has  yet  been,  and  setting  forth  that  it  is  a  safer  and  better 
system  than  the  one  proposed  in  this  bill.

On  behalf  of  the  Senate.  Mr.  Roberts  addressed  the  President,  as 
follows : 

I  find  on  my  desk  a  magnificent  service  of  plate,  the  aggregated  gift 
of  Senators  on  this  floor,  intended  for  you,  Mr.  President,  as  a  token  of 
esteem.    Upon  an  occasion  like  this,  it  might  well  be  supposed  that  your 
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personal  qualities  rni<rlil  be  considered  of  a  hi<^li  order.  The  patience  of 
the  presiding  officer  lias  been  tried  at  times,  when  his  patience  might  be 
lost;  but  on  all  occasions  you  have  judged  impartially,  justly  and  with- 
out partizanship.  This  is  not  said  out  of  compliment,  but  because  it  is 
true.  When,  with  one-half  of  the  Senate,  we  met  in  another  place,  wo 
may  well  contrast  our  narrow,  inconvenient  apartments,  with  the  luxury 
which  surrounds  ns.  This  structure  had  been  commenced,  but  not  com- 
pleted. But  our  duties  were  then  the  same  as  now.  It  ma)- be  a  question 
how  far  we  have  faithfully,  truthfully  and  honestly  performed  our  duties 
to  the  State  and  to  our  constituenls.  We  feel  that  you  have  fuUj-,  faith- 
fully, honestly  discharged  3'our  duty.  We  express  to  ^-ou  the  same  feel- 
ings they  feel  to  each  other,  by  this  service  of  pure,  solid  silver,  touched 
with  refined  gold.  AUovy  me  to  present  this  token  of  respect  and 
esteem. 

Here  one  of  the  Pages  bore  the  service  to  the  President,  who  replied 
as  follows : 

Senators:  I  accept  your  generous  gift,  wiih  emotions  too  deep  for 
utterance.  It  has  been  trilel}"  and  truly  said  "  Thai  words  faint  upon 
the  lips  when  the  heart  itself  would  speak."  Words  seem  but  a  mock- 
ery to  give  expressioti  to  one's  pent-up  feelings,  when  the  heart  is  full 
of  gratitude.  During  the  last  four  months,  as  your  presiding  officer,  I 
have  had  four  objects  steadily. in  view  :  The  protection  of  the  rights  of 
the  minority  ;  the  exact  equality  in  rights  of  each  Senator  on  this  floor; 
the  enforcement  of  your  rules,  and  the  good  of  the  common wealtli. 
How  far  I  have  succeeded  in  this,  it  is  for  you  to  say;  and  I  am  per- 
suaded that  you  have  rendered  j'our  verdict  in  the  presentation  to  me 
of  this  rich  and  beautiful  present.  That,  when  chafed  and  irritated,  I 
ma}'  have  erred.  1  most  freely  admit.  Who  does  not?  But  that  I  have 
done  so  knowingly  or  willingly,  I  do  most  solemnly'  deny  If,  in  the 
discharge  of  what  I  deemed  my  official  duty,  I  have  wounded  the 
feelings  or  ofl'ended  the  dignity  of  any  Senator  here,  I  do  now  most 
humbly  crave  his  pardon.  As  we  pass  the  threshold  of  this  chamber, 
let  unkindly  feelings,  if  an}-  exist  between  ns,  be  buried  in  the  dustpan 
of  oblivion.  It  is  human  to  err;  it  is  godlike  to  forgive.  I  duly  appre- 
ciate the  complimentary  words  of  Senator  Roberts,  who  has  been  chosen 
by  you  to  make  this  presentation.  Being  a  representative  of  the  minor- 
ity, it  is  a  double  assurance  to  me  that  I  have  protected  them  in  all 
of  their  rights.  I  acccjit  from  you,  Senators,  this  beautiful  present,  and 
will  keep  it  and  esteem  it  dearer  than  anything  save  my  integrity,  my 
country  and  my  God.  I  would  not  exchange  it  for  the  brighltst  jew- 
elled diadem  that  ever  decked  an  Empress'  brow.  As  the  scarred 
veteran,  after  he  has  retired  from  service,  surrounded  by  his  family  and 
friends,  points  and  says,  "  This  wound  was  received  at  this  field,  and 
this  at  that,"  so,  when  I  shall  have  retired  from  the  exciting  scenes  of 
politics,  surrounded  by  my  family  and  friends,  will  1  say  to  them,  "This 
cane  and  this  watch  chain  were  presented,  as  you  see  by  the  inscription 
thereon,  by  the  members  of  the  Assembly  of  the  sixteenth  session  of 
the  Legislature,  as  a  token  of  their  regard.  I  was  said  to  be  the  leader 
of  a  forlorn  hope  of  twenty  Democrats  in  that  body,  but  by  an  open 
and  manly  avowal  of  my  pi-inciples,  secured  the  friendship  of  the  whole 
body."  This  watch,  which  was  presented  !o  me  by  the  Senate  of  the 
seventeenth  session,  for  the  purchase  of  which  many  .Senators  here  con- 
tributed, 1  regard  as  a  precious  gift.
